“2. All grades of non-alloy steel wires in 
any cross-sectional shape, of which 
no cross-sectional dimension is less than 
0.20 mm (36 SWG) in all plated/coatod/ 
uncoated condition to any finish, not 
elsewhere specified. 

(1) The existing Sub-entry No. (ii) of Entry 

No. 791 shall bo amended to read as

“(ii) Wires with two or more distinct 
base metallic and/or alloy coat¬ 
ings.” 

(2) The existing Sub-entry No. (iv) of Entr Y 
No. 791 shall be amended to read as 
under ;— 

“(iv) All coated/uncoated wires in any 
cross-sectional shape of dimen¬ 
sion less than 0.20 mm (36 
SWG).” 


3. It has also been decided that Actual Users (Industrial) will not be eligible for grant of Supplementary 
Licences for import of the items covered by Entry-No. 8 and Entry No. 8A(1) (inserted by Ministry of Com¬ 
merce Public Notice No. 50-lTC(PN)/90-93 dated the 9th August, 1990) appearing in Appendix 3, Part B to 
the Import and Export Policy, 1990-93 (Volume I), for the manufacture of the following products :— 

(i) Prime GP/GC Sheets. 

(ii) Steel Pipes, Tubes and Fittings. 

(iii) Rolling of Cold Rolled Strips. 

(iv) Small/Medium/Large Gas Cylinders. 

Actual Users (Industrial) are, therefore, advised not to apply for Supplementary Licence for import of 
the aforesaid items required for the manufacture of products specified above. 

4. The above amendments in the Import and Export Policy have been made in public interest.
